In the face of ever-nioimtin)? re- 
quirements for new ImmeSt IHoh wit- 
nessed an actual decline of more than 
15 percent in the Immi'huiUUng mW* 
111 1955 ihei'L- were 1.8 million housiim 
starts. This hirure dmpp4>d to l.l mil- 
lion in 195^^ To meet even minimum 
housinir needs, at least two million 
new hennes should hi* built each year. 
Builders irenerally blame the 1958 sag 
on tight credit coiHlitions, In a »x»cimt 
meeting of the N'jitional Association 
of Homehuildevs, HI lead in g members 
of the InduHlty ron*^,*?! starts this 
year wuuld ilnqi 2h piM ceut ft ton Inst 
year's level and if credit grows 
tighter, they added, the di«cline may 
be ns much as lUt percctit. 

A marketing spcciiiltrtt told the 
builders to dividi* potentfnl huyei'S 
into four categories and then pinpoint 
their houses to individual appeal. 

The first appeal, he said, is for the 
rose -cove red cottage fiir the family 
that desires a **little dream house in 
iho country with yard, firardcri, trees 
ami quiet atmosjihere," 

The H*‘cond ajtpeal is that of “mini- 
mum shelter frir persona wha s[iend 
more money for clothing arnl .*mto- 
mobiles than houses/' These ijersotis* 
ho said, “want their houses as quickly 
as possible for Ihi^ smallest down pay- 

The third class, the speciansl said, 
are the “fun and rrollc group," who 
love big subdivisions with n lot of 
people, pools, jiarks, cluhs ami shop- 
ping centers. 

The fourth appeal in home merchan- 
dising. ijccordlng to the marketiiig 
spcrialist, is that of “snob appeal/' ‘*A 
snob,** he said, “is the tyfa- of per- 
son who will pay $25,0(Ki for a 
house In the *nght* neighhor- 
hooiL You eouldf/t sidl him a house 
for half price In thi' ‘wning* neighbiu- 
hood. T.ocatiim Is pani mount with a 
-snohV* 

There were other ideas advanced for 
Imme merchimdisirig including expan- 
sion of imttioor fiving facilities, more 
bath rooms, and mo re built-in nppli- 
ances- 

There was no mention of n'ducing 
the price of 1957 hoin€\s, however, and 
there is iittli* hope id' reducing the 
required down payment and terms for 
homes. 


Lack of HcspimHihility 

it is obvious that the mitimi's hiiiltl- 
ers are more concerned about how to 
sell homes than they are with shoul- 
der iug the responsibilities they have 
shirki^d for so long. Instead of listen- 
ing to the novel but immature drivel 
put out by the marketing apecialmt 
they should be thinking about their 
complete failure in the job of provid- 
ing America with decent housing for 
low and middle-income families. 

Dfcent housing is still bt*yond the 
reach tjf these two groups. Tlie 4inly 
solution is low- rent public housing for 
the low-income Families ami a long 
term, low interest, financing progi-nm 
for middlo-income families, Much a 
middle- income housing program wouhl 
bring large numbers of fanulii'*, now 
priced out of the housing market, 
back into it by tnaking financing on 
reasonable terms available for moder- 
ate income families, hiowever, this 
solution appeal’s to be a long way otT 
with the present high Interest, tight 
credit situation growing. 

Other Kffects of Higher Interest ILiIcm 

Besides the advei'se idL-cts high 
interest rates have tm home building 
there ai-e the equally advense elTects 
on industrial expansion. A very reccid 
issue of the It titl Jtni jiHtt 

carriee a story on General Motors' de- 
cision to slam on thi* brakes on an im- 
portant segment of its big program 
to increase auto-build in g capacity. 
The compujiy is ilelayiiig const ructhm 
of a large new plant Kcheduleil to 
assemble Buicks, Oldsmobiles and 
Pontiaes at Sunnyvale, Ciilifoinia, 
south of San Franc i$co, Tn Ohio the 
company has not yet started construc- 
tion of a ChevTolet assembly plant 
originally scheduled for completion 
this falL^ 

General Electric Company r»ffieialfi 
announced in January that they ai'e 
pcjslponing expam-ion work on ft»ur 
pi^ojects. The projects alTected me 
the missile engineering and research 
center at Valley Forge* Pennsylvania, 
the laminated plastics plant nl Coslmc- 
ton. Ohio; a communications niiuip- 
inent plant at Gainesviiic, Florida; 
and a partially completiol three mil- 
lion dollar research and enginiHuing 
facility in rieveland, Ohio.

or to dresi? up your own party 
tables, ail year long. They are espe- 
cially nice for brides* tables or bridal 
sho Wei'S. I know you*ve seen them 
in the stores— candles with waxed 
flowers attached — and they UEually 
cost two or three doUars a pair. Why 
not make your own for pennies. 
Herc*s how: 

Youll need, ordimii-y in-cent sloix^ 
candles, pretty artificial flowers in 
blending nr con trusting shade, some 
pamfTm, straight pins ami thin flor- 
ist's wire, 

Separate tbe dowers and leaves 
from their wire stems and chain 
flowers and leaws together starting 
at the top. Wind stems logelher. Try 
them on your candles and arrange In 
an attractive design. Meanwhile, melt 
your pamlRn (or plain while candle 
ends will do) in a tin can over low 
heat. 

Dip your ftowci-s in the milled wax, 
quickly in and out fur a thin, even* 
coating* Hold flowers over old m*ws- 
paper until they stop dripping, then 
set on a cake rack to cool and harden. 
Repeat process thiee 

After the third dip, while dowel’s 
are still warm and soft, fasten to the 
candle with straight pins. Leave 
enough room at the bottom to insert 
the candle In a hold»*r* 

Ueheat the wax atid using a bit of 
wire drip wax on the pin-beads to 
cover.

History of Minnesota 
Council's Scholarships 

MINNKSOTA ItJFAV STATK CO UN- 

CH.( — ^The LH,E,W, Stale Council of 
Minnesota feeling the need in 1951 of 
encou raging education iit the college 
lev(d took action to set up scholar* 
ships for sons and diiughters of mem- 
bers of the various litciil unions afhli- 
litfsl with the State CounciL The first 
srholurshlp was mi up on the basis 
of which has subsiatuently been 

Increaseti to ^diiO. 

After consultutimi with the Bureau 
of Student Loans and .Scholat^hips at 
the rniversity of Minneflota it was 
deddi d that thii^se sdiolarships would 
be aw'arded on the basis of small 
amounts, in most cases not to exec^ed 
This was done on the 
basis that in many cases an amount 
sufficient to make it possible for a 
capable and worthwhile student tf» 
finish his college year would mean 
the difference between lejndng school 
a ml graduating from that same 
school. The university representa- 
tives stated that this was particularly 
tnie during the first ami second years 


and that a student of high caliber 
finishing these crucial years w*ould 
generally find sotne means of com- 
pleting his educ,Htioii; as there are 
many other seholnrahips ami Irmii 
funds that beemne available to him 
on a state-wiile basis. 

The fii-st scholarship ivas Issued in 
1951 to Liiwrencr D. Huppert w^hoae 
father is Secretary of Li>cal 2*1. He 
had a KHl percentile lilting as a high 
school graduate, graduating first out 
of n total class fff I7fj, He had re- 
ceived the -American Legion AwmxU 
Goml Citizenship Award, Chicago 
Tribune Award, and was a Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Junior R.O.T.C. He 
maintained such an outstanding aca- 
demic record in thi« Aemnaiitical De- 
partment of the Institute of Tech- 
nohigy of the Univeraity of Minne- 
sota that he wiis graified a Bachelor 
of Science degree in nnir years rather 
Ilian the usual five. He W'as elected 
to Tau Beta I*hi honorary engineer- 
ing society. Sigma Gumma Tau hon- 
orary Aeronaut iral Engineering So- 
ciety, and was graduated with high 
distinction in June of Hlo5. Since that 
time he hits bemi employed by the 
rnivei'sity of Minnesota as a Re- 
sfitrch Aeronautiful Engineer. He is 
enrolled in the (Graduate School and 
will receive a Master of Science de- 
gree in June of lUo7. 

Dp to the present lime Ifi sons and 
daughters having exceptional ability 
and fine scholastic records have 
granted scholarships at the Univei-al 
ly of Minnesota. laaitl Unions 2.4, *H I, 
no, 1(10, 202, Mm, 88fi and 040 have ail 
had sons or tiaughters of memberH 
wdio received these scholamhipa. 

Scholarships are not always award- 
ed on the basis of the highest ranking 
in scholastic ability. Taken into con- 
sideration is the need for asststanct'

ihe^ tipptn* 25 percent of the j;:radnat- 
injf dasg.

Labor Welfare !*fgislutimi was pre- 
sented by Rev, Joseph *Mackin of Cm - 
roli College, He wa*s introduced by 
President Umber a champion of 
labor ami thankeil for his work on 
the Citizens Committee wbirh did so 
much to defeat the “Right- to- Work** 
initiative* 

lievereiid Mackln stnleil that it was 
not too many years ago Uial were he 
lo discuss labor welfare legislation In 
a favorable light be would have been 
caHed a social ist, a radicaL a reil ami 
no doubt many other inimenlionable 
names, Sinee Uiat time h*iwever* 
great stiidi*s ha^i-^ been made in the 
field of labor legislation. The finleral 
government has i‘StahMsheil a system 
of social security in the form of ohi 
age and survivor's insurance, aid to 
flepemlent child ri'u; h haw set up a 
national employment Hcirfcc; and 
witli the states has proviihrl insur- 
ance agatnat unemployment ami many 
comimmities have recognizt-tt their 
responsibility to society by sponsor- 
ing slum cl earn nee and public hous- 
ing* 

As a Catholic priest, Father Mackin 
stated that he was pirmil of the role 
of the Catholic Bishops in jirepiiring 
the way for labor welfare U^gislation. 
In lillP, ;17 years ago, 12 ytmrs be- 
fore the advent i*f the New Deal, they 
issued a sta lenient which enibniciMl 
all labor legislation enacted in this 
country and more, .At a time when 
our country was engaged in healing 
the wounds of World War I and i^eek* 
ing a basis for enduring peace, the 
Bishops published ihtdr famous state- 
ment known as the “Program of Re- 
const ructhm*’ of 111!** which einbracetl 
the follow tug; 

InfrtuhirtioH: “The ending of 
Creat War brought peace* But the 
only safe- guard of peace is social 
justice and a con tented people. The 
deep unrest so emphatically and so 
widely voiced thraughmil the world 


IS the must serious menace to the 
future of peace of every nation and 
of tile entire world* Great problems 
face ns. They cannot be pul aside; 
they must be- met and solver! with 
justice to all.”

Father Mnckin stated that the pro- 
pfiHals timl were euactefl into law by 
our gnvenimeiif have stood the lest of 
tbne anil e.xperience. The difficulty is 
that much iif this legislation is ac- 
Ci'pted in .some ftuarters with misgiv- 
ings* The trouble lies in the fact that 
some of our leaders in the economic 
World have never uuitc got over the 
heresy of the last century . . , ruggtHi 
indiviflualism, which irlentifies sticce.sa 
ill business with the health of the 
Million, anri asEKMts tliat society will 
he best served when every business 
mun is allowed to do anything that 
he juilge,s necessary to make his husi- 
ni-ss pay. There are some people who 
still fight for the removal of any and 
all restrictions in making money eith- 
er from the government or from or- 
ganized groups and even from the 
moral law nf God. 

The first basic truth that we must 
kee|» in mind is that man has an 
iutrinsir human dignity, ami secondly, 
that he is social by nature. 

Every man, regardless of lace, 
color, creed or social standing, is en- 
titled to respect and Gsteem from his 
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fi^lknv ma» in^ciiiise hi^ jjossesses a 
certain mtrinsic value which we call 
h\jman dijrnity. This human dignity 
arises frmn the fact that nmn has 
intelli^^encii, he can kmnv, he cun 
reason from one proptvsition to an- 
other, he can tliink in terms of uni- 
versal s* >le must work out his destiny 
as he sees tit. He must lu* free from 
undue distiuetions and worry. His 
rijrht to life entails that he have ade- 
quate food, clothing, housing, medical 
care, security in old age and above 
all an adequate living wage. Intel- 
lectually he has the right to develop 
his mind not according to his ability 
to imy for an education but because 
he has the basic capacity to kntjw, 
This is the reiison why we hear men 
(miphasiaie the truth that labor can- 
not be treated as a commodity. 

The second liasic truth is that man 
is social by nature. He cannot in 
living alone provide himself with the 
necessities of life. If man cannot live 
alone, society has certain obligations 
to the individuals to help Ivim meet 
Hie uneTipecterl eventualities of life. 

Father Muck in said we must con- 
tmue to iu'css for social welfare leg- 
islation such as health insurance. 

State Superintendent of Schools 
Mary Condon spoke on Ferleral sup- 
port to educatiem. She pointed out 
that the opponents to Federal aid 
jirobahly didiTt know that tf the pi^s- 
eni aids, such as school lunches, In- 
dian services, etc,, were emtailed, 
about nine million dollars increase 
wtmld he added to the Montana tax- 
payers. She favored increased Fed- 
eial aid lowaiil belter educational 
racilities for all. 

The necessity of saving our re- 
sources, soil, material, water and peo- 
ple was vividly brought out. The 
(Impendence of all on each other and 
I he necessity of concrete planning and 
action in a practical manner to per- 
petuate our way of life to succeeding 
generations. These matters are not 
visionary but both good business and 
ethics. The Golden rule has not failed 
hut rather never l>een apjtUed on a 
lai'ge enough scale.

They in tuiat 
have been k(»eping mir Btisiness .Agent 
informed on dilTercnl jobs txj be let 
or in existence and these same mem- 
bers have eiicouruged “union work*' 
among their friends, neighbors, and 
liusinessmMn.

ing on the Long Island Railroad, the 
nation's busiest passenger rnilroaiL 
It's only lL"i miles long, has two of 
the fasle.st grmving rounties in the 
country, known as Nassau and Suf- 
folk, and travels through some of Ua‘ 
most heavily populat'd sections in 
the country. 

We are a commutei' nmd inostly, 
and ill the mornings they all want to 
get to the liig city in a few hours, 


and at night it's nwamsed, they want 
to gel home as soon as possible, and 
when you hum lie over 280,000 fnis- 
sengei's a day that's a log job. We 
enter Pimn-sylviinla Station via tun- 
nels under the Hast River and it is 
a terrific job our tower men do rout- 
ing trains to Ihc right traek.s. The 
same goes for the Fluthush Avenue 
terminal in Brooklyn and when some- 
thing goes wrong as inighf hap)ien on 
any lailjoat!, why yoxi can imagine 
the number of trains in back of each 
other. 

During the peak commuter period 
in the morning ami night, trains go 
through the 10- track Jamaica station 
at an average of one every 20 si-conds.

But with all lhe.se problf'iiis our 
trains have an on time performance 
average of !I7 to 08 percent, anti the 
men of our local <lo a ti'emendous joh 
in helping to keep up that high aver- 
age. 

\Vf have the world's finest and 
largest playground in Jones Beach, 
some of the world's best fishing at 
Mnntuuk Point, three of the finest 
race tracks in the country— Bflmont 
Park, Jamaica, and Atiiiaducl. When 
one of them is operating, it’s the same 
as the moiming and evening rush hour

Union BIT is currently preparing a 
ma.ster list of all violations of tlie 
Sanitation and Shelter Law that pre* 
vail ai various points under our juris- 
diction. All of our shop stewards are 
tK^ginning to suivey their properties 
and note each violation of the Sanita- 
tion Code* The code, which covers all 
Kailroatt, Pullman and Railway, Ex- 
press piopeities in New York Slate 
and ineliules specifications for em- 
ployes* locker, lunch and wash room 
facilities, was enacted into law in 
11)55 and became etfective as of Sep- 
tember, 1S)55. 

The issue of sanitary working con- 
ditions on railrcmd piopeities is not 
solely u New York problem* The L 
and N R*R. has recently been investi- 
gated by the Louisville Board of 
ireulth which condemned unsanilary 
and inadequate w^as brooms and 
privies. 

Our local, in cooperation with othtu- 
railroad labor organiKatiou*^ intends 
to iio its rnirt in exposing al! viola- 
tion.s. We will take all steps necessary 
to insure that management provides 
fieceiit conditions for our men in com- 
plin nee with the law*

work that progress can bt* miuie in 
that direction. 

It is riot mir intention to i«x press 
any opinion on** way »*r the other 
about the .segregation que^stion, hul in 
vicnv of the recent ruling of the L idled 
States Supreme Court we fi'id’ that il 
b our duty and right U* call to the 


attention of ineinbers in the 14 states 
that are iifrccled by this ruling, that 
these same 14 stales have "Jtight-to- 
Work'* laws on their statute books. 
The “Right- to- Work" law and the 
segregation laws were passed by the 
various state retu'esentatives in state 
Icgi.slation, Both these laws affecl 
both the White and the Negro race. 
How then can the U* S* Supreme 
(*ourt, following its own precedent of 
ns.su mi ng the authority to legislate at 
the slate ami local level, strike down 
a local law calling for segregation 
and leave a vicious Right*to-Work^' 
hnv standing that hns a profound ef- 
fect on both races? 

Tile legal branch of government, 
following the concept that what the 
Supreme (*otirt nays is the law of the 
land, will call mi United Statc*s at- 
torneys iti states which do not. com- 
ply. The virtue of the Attorney Gen- 
eral's positiim is evident when wc 
consider his attitude toward “selective 
lUiforcemenl ejf laws." 

It is our contention that these 
“Right- to- Work** laws can be taken 
off the .statute books of these 14 
stales in the snnie manner as the 
segregation laws — court opinion ren- 
iJerc<i illegal. Segregation laws are in- 
eUirled in the Constitution yet the 
“Right- to- WoiV* laws ar*- not includeil 
in our Constitution or “Bill of 
Rights.*’ 

We hope that organ >*ed labor in 
these I 1 states will use tile uilditional 
ammunition lhat the court opinion 
gi%*es us to lake the vidous “Right- 
Lo-Work“ laws fdf their statute books 
and opp4»se thi’ui whenever they are 
pmpf*sed. Theso laws may well be an 
invitation to liisuster to our gciierjil 
welfare. 

May we urge you once more to be 
on the alert. Know \vhal union mem- 
bt'C.H face in these vicious laws and 
ilghL them,

For Case Reconsideration 

l„ e, l!t2H. HAM FAN. N. S.— In my 

last letter to **Lf)Cnl I.ines" I Sfmke of 
the piTjgress and [irohlemH fif mtr 
local union, as well as some of the 
dilTlculties and exfieriences of other 
Nova Scotia locals of the IHFW with 
which we have conlacL Some of the 
problems \vv mimtitmefl ha\'e been 
sti'iiightened out, Imt many j'emain. 
llowfn'fo% thmugh continut'd and re- 
lentless dTort all these difllculties will 
be i>vercome — none are insunniiimla- 
hie. 

On October 2P, Mi% Matheson, Q^C., 
Btxjiher Sanford, and the wriltn* were 
iM'fon* the Nova Scotia Lalior Rela- 
tions Hoai'd in defenst' of our applica- 
tion for renm.sifJeraUon which was 
irmcie^ as a result of tile Board’s 
f*arliiM‘ refusal to gratit ns certifica- 
titm for Ihe imder reu*lej*s, sioi-f^smen, 
and operators* 

The verbal halUe tasted for more 
than fmji' Imurs, ami at kinn's tlw* 
iirgnmt'Tit became t|Uite hea t ml and 
heavy. The gist of llie company’s 
argumimt was that these people are 
n (JEirt of thf» company’s dei'cijvl staff, 
and lhfM'i‘foj'e not an approjiriate 
group for a filaiit tin it. 

Our arguments were varied ami 
many.

Of 
course we also fliscussetl many other 
problems ta^culiar to the IBFW local 
unii»n’s in the area, and we agreed 
that more should Ik? done to bring our 
tociits in this area closer tog<*ther.
